COMMITTEE O. K.'S 
SEIZURE PROGRAM 


(B y A ssociated P r e ss) 
WASHINGTON. July 31. — The 
house military committee today ap­ 
proved legislation to authorize 
President to seize military or naval 
equipment, supplies or munitions, 
or machinery, tolls and materia*;* 
necessary for the making, servicing 
or operation of suth 
equipment, 
supplies or munitions. 
The committee vote was 14 tc 4. 
Two amendments were adopted to 
the senate-approved version of the 
legislation. 
One provides that the “fair and 
just compensation'’ to be paid for 
property requisitioned shall be “con­ 
fined to the fair market value of 
the 
article 
or 
material” 
without 
consideration of prospective profil­ 
er damages. 
The other limits the requisition 
authority by .stating specifically that 
nothing in the legislation shall be 
construed as allowing the requi­ 
sitioning or requiring legislation of 
firearms possessed by an individual 
for personal protection or for sport, 
and further saying that the legis­ 
lation does not infringe on the 'con­ 
stitutional right to keep or bear 
arms.

The light sprinkling which the 
Salem area received yesterday was 
sufficient, however, to cause tem ­ 
peratures to drop. An official read­ 
ing of 79 was given at noon today 
in comparison with the 92 recorded 
in mid-afternoon Wednesday. 
The mercury dropped lo 79 dur­ 
ing the night. Only one hundredth 
inch of rainfall was measured hero. 
Warmer weather, meanwhile, was 
reported moving eastward from the 
northern plains states and was ex­ 
pected to reach Iowa, Minnesota and 
Wisconsin tomorrow. 
Toll IM Life High 
The heat wave has cost 347 lives, 
179 by prostration and 168 by drown­ 
ing. 
A definite break in Ohio's heat 
appeared at hand today following 
a night of comparatively cool tem ­ 
peratures. 
Tile forecast predicted continued 
local thunderstorms during the day 
and tomorrow and readings corf- 
siderably under the 90-and-up that 
have plagued the state for IO days. 
The mercury dropped over much 
of the state following thundershow­ 
ers yesterday, but not before tem­ 
peratures reached again inuo tile 
90’s and Hie neat wave’s death toll 
climbed to 37. Twenty persons have 
died of prostration, 15 drown* d, two 
killed by lightning and one by wind.
